: Ron Kessler Inquiry About Alleged 
Meeting Between Oswald and Cubans 


1. The only specific allegation about which CIA knows, 
claiming a secret meeting in Mexico City between Lee Harvey 
Oswald and Cuban agents ’’eight weeks before the Kennedy 
assassination" was reviewed fully by the Warren Commission. 
The person making the allegation later admitted that it was a 
fabrication; the Warren Commission concluded that it was false, 
as the evidence indicated that Oswald was in New Orleans at 
the time in question. This also is noted in the final report of 
the Church Committee. Kessler should be required to look it 
up for himself. 

2. It is suggested that the following be said to Kessler: 

a. CIA knows of only one specific allegation of 
a secret meeting in Mexico City between Oswald and 
Cuban agents, and that this was reviewed thoroughly 
by the Warren Commission and the Church Committee. 

b. As the entire question of the assassination of 
President Kennedy is to be investigated by the Downing 
Committee no further comment is appropriate at this 
time.
